This municipality is faced with a number of chatfenges, like the increase in outstanding 
debtors, problems with the IT-system, losses and deficits on water and eiectricity 
services, but through the full co-operation of Counciilors and Officials, we can work 
together towards a better life for alL 

The increase in bulk purchases of water and eiectricity services, resuited in huge net 
shortfalls on trading services. These shortfalls as wel! as debtors not paying for 
services and the ever increasing need for expansion of services had the cash fiow 
under enormous pressure throughout the financial year. 

Council must now act strongly agaïnst peopie who are able to pay for their services, and 
who are not doing so. Through that Council can address the debtors' probiem. 
Council must get expenditure in iine with the income received by decreasing the 
expenditure. 

The new Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) is very clear in that municipalities 
cannot overspend on budgets and Officials and Counciilors must adhere to this fact. 

In conciusion, ( wish to express my appreciation to the Executive Mayor, Speaker, 
members of the Finance Committee, fellow Counciilors, the City Manager and Staff for 
their support and contributions.

The year under review placed enormous pressure on ali the staff of Treasury, 

Problems we have experienced with the Information Management System resuited in a 
delay in the completion of the Financial Statements. 

Given all of the above, the result on the Operating Budget in total was a deficit of R9,9 
miliion and the two services mainly responsible for this were electricity with a R6,3 
miilion and water with a R8,9 miliion deficit. 

The increase in debtors has continued and urgently needs a concerted effort and 
support from aü roie players to turn the tide. 

A summary of the total operating results and more detailed explanation per service is 
given below:

ACCOUNTING POLICY 


1 Basis of presentation 

1.1 These financial statèments have been prepared so as to conform to the 
standards iaid down by the Institute of Municipai Treasurers and 
Accountants in its Code of Practice (1992) and Report on the 
Standardisation of Financial Statements of Locai authorities (4th 
Edition, as amended) 

1.2 The financial statements are prepared on the historical cost basis, 
adjusted for capita! expenditure as more fully detaiied in note 3. The 
accounting policies are consistent with those appiied in the previous year, 
except if otherwise indicated. 

1.3 The financial statements are compiied according to the accruai basis: 

Income is accounted forwhen services are rendered and is measurable, 
Income for example traffic fines, is accounted when received. Certain 
income is accounted for in the year in which it takes place and the 
obligation to pay exists excepting in the case of certain capita! 
expenditures in respect of projects which are budgeted for and approved 
by Coundi, and certainty exists that the expenditure wil! be paid in the 
foliowing financial year will aiso be handled as an obligation, The 
amount is shown separate under the notes in respect of creditors. 


2. Consolidation 

The balance sheet includes the Rate and General services, Housing service, 
Trading services and the different funds, reserves and provisions, AH inter 
departmentai charges are set-off against each other, with the exception of 
assessment rates, refuse removai, electricity and water, which are treated as 
income and expenditure in the respective departments. 


3. Fixed Assets 

3. 1 Fixed Assets are stated: 


at historical cost, 
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3.2 Depreciation 

Assets are written off when they are sold or when loans are fully 
redeemed. By way of this "Provision and other contributions ” assets are 
written down over the estimated usefui life. Assets acquired durtng a 
year are usuaüy not depreciated in that year. Apart from advances from 
the various counci! funds, assets may also be acquired through; 

Appropriations from income, where the fuli oost of the asset forms 
an immediate and direct charge against the operating income. 

Grant or donation, where the amount representing the value of 
such grant or donation is immediatety credited to the "Loans 
Redeemed and Other Capita!

14.2 The Coundl has formally laid down procedures that are foiiowed in an 
attempt to recover debts and it is only vi/hen a debt is proven to be 
unrecoverable that it is v\/ritten off and consequently forms a charge 
against the operating account.
